But the robot-like dance, 
which has swept the web, is a 
far cry from the style the 999 
response officer learnt while 
a pupil at Croydon’s famous 
BRIT School. 

PC Graham, who has been 
a policeman in Kingston for 
three years, said: “I am just 
really surprised the video 
took off. 

“It was great to combine 
my two loves - policing and 
dancing. When I was at the 
BRIT School I only really 
learnt contemporary and jazz 
dancing so the style in the 
video is self-taught.” 

The 33-year-old said as he 
got older he decided the en¬ 
tertainment was not for him 
and he became far more inter¬ 
ested in helping people. 

He said: “When I was a kid I 
was quite outgoing and want¬ 
ed to be the centre of atten¬ 
tion but it was always more 
of a social thing for me. 

“I really looked up to the 
police and had a great respect 
for what they did. As I got old¬ 
er I started to think my per¬ 
sonality would suit policing.” 

Councillor Andrea Craig 
tweeted: “Well done @MP- 
SKingston not only the best 
#RunningMan Challenge 
but the video has gone viral. 
#Kingston” 

The video shows a hooded 
criminal challenge PC Gra¬ 
ham to a “running man dance 
off” with the caveat that, if 
she wins, she will get to go 
free. But she does not count 
on PC Graham’s spectacular 
moves.

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A night to 
remember 


SADIQ Khan was made to wait before 
picking up the keys to City Hall, as 
“small discrepancies within the may- 
oral figures” turned a straightforward 
victory into a 16-hour media frenzy. 

It was not until just after midnight 
with four reporters having spent 16 
hours in the media room awaiting 
the news, that it was announced the 
Labour candidate was to become 
London Mayor. 

According to reports, Mr Khan 
passed the time by settling in for nap. 

A day spent mingling with 
London’s lesser-known candidates, 
as well as UKIP’s former leader Nigel 
Farage, was interrupted at about 
5pm when it became clear the 
Labour hopeful could not be 
caught. 

An official announcement seemed 
imminent, but as the sun began to set 
over City Hall the podium remained 
empty and the new mayor nowhere 
to be seen. 

Behind closed doors the “small 
discrepancies” were debated and 
when the announcement did come 
there were no surprises, except per¬ 
haps the swift exit of the new mayor 
who gave a brief speech before 
leaving by a back exit.

Zac accused of damaging Muslim 
relations with negative campaign 


RICHMOND Park and North King¬ 
ston MP Zac Goldsmith has been 
accused of doing “real damage” to 
race-relations in the capital as he 
returns to his constituency having 
failed in his bid to become London 
Mayor. 

Labour’s Sadiq Khan won the race 
to replace Boris Johnson as mayor 
having received 1,310,143 votes to Mr 
Goldsmith’s 994,614 on Friday - be¬ 
coming the first Muslim mayor of a 
major Western capital. 

Mr Goldsmith’s campaign, which 
criticised Mr Khan for sharing plat¬ 
forms with those he described as “ex¬ 
tremists”, has been widely criticised, 
with some senior Tories joining the 
denunciation. 

But Tony Arbour, who was re-elect¬ 
ed as south-west London’s Greater 
London Assembly (GLA) member on 
Friday for the 16th year running, has 
defended Mr Goldsmith. 

He said: “I have never heard Zac 
say any of the things he is being ac¬ 



cused of. My confidence in Zac grew 
as his campaign went on - my view 
was that he was a great candidate. 

“In the hundred years of London 
Government apart from Boris there 
have only been seven years were Lon¬ 
don was under Conservative control. 

“What Boris did was buck the 
trend, there was no reason given that 
he was a success that Zac couldn’t 
carry that on.” 

But Andrew Boff, leader of the 
GLA Conservative group, accused 
Mr Goldsmith of ruining the party’s 
relationship with Muslim voters. 

He said: “Those bridges that have 
been built, a few of them have been 
blown up by this campaign. 

“A lot of us on the ground are going 
to have to spend a lot of time re-estab¬ 
lishing those links. I don’t want us to 
do this in London again, it’s done real 
damage.” 

Mohammed Amin, chairman of 
the Conservative Muslim Forum, 
branded Mr Goldsmith’s campaign 
“disgusting”, saying 
it has “probably in¬ 
creased our risks of 
suffering terrorism”. 

Writing for Conserv- 
ativeHome, he said: “I 
could not develop the 
motivation to do a sin¬ 
gle days campaigning 
for Zac after January, 
because I was disgust¬ 
ed with the tone of his 
campaign and his re¬ 
peated, and risible, at¬ 
tempts to smear Sadiq 
Khan.”

Mr Goldsmith’s attention will now 
return to his Richmond Park and 
North Kingston constituency, which 
he has held since 2010. 

He said last year he would resign 
as MP if David Cameron gave the go- 
ahead for a third runway - a move he 
later said he regretted. 

Mr Goldsmith did not reply to a re¬ 
quest for comment and has not been 
interviewed by the media since his 
defeat. 

Fellow Kingston MP James Ber¬ 
ry said: “Past experience of Labour 
governments and mayors has not 
been a happy one for outer London 
boroughs like Kingston, and I hope 
Sadiq bucks that trend. 

“London’s loss is our gain because 
we won’t lose Zac Goldsmith as an 
outstanding local MP.” 



Residents brand mast plan dangerous 


PROPOSALS to build a 10.5m 
phone mast outside a north 
Kingston estate have re- 
emerged, seeing campaigners 
brand the mast as an “accident 
waiting to happen”. 

Mobile phone firm Vodafone 
first proposed building a 12.5m 
mast in a grass verge near the 
Scout Hut in Park Road more 
than a year ago, but this was 
met by fierce protests from res¬ 
idents. More than 500 people 
signed a petition against its 
erection. 

Residents have held numer¬ 
ous meetings in protest since 


the amended proposals emerged 
last month. No plan has been 
submitted but it is understood 
it would be about 50m from the 
original spot outside the former 
Richmond Park Tavern. 

Mum-of-two Emma Holliday, 
46, said: “It will be an accident 
waiting to happen, it is already 
a dangerous stretch of road and 
it is a blind corner to both ve¬ 
hicles and pedestrians as they 
negotiate this bend in the road.” 

Kingston Council rejected 
the last proposal on ground it 
“would harm the character and 
the appearance of the area”.

A 21-YEAR-OLD man has been 
charged with the rape of a wom¬ 
an in New Malden. 

The woman in her 20s was 
raped in Dickerage Lane on 
Monday, May 2. She was taken to 
a haven and was given specialist 
support. 

Florin Turculet, from New 
Malden, has been remanded in 
custody to appear at Kingston 
Crown Court in June. 


The incident is the third sex¬ 
ual attack in New Malden in the 
last few weeks, including anoth¬ 
er rape in Springfield Place on 
April 4 and an assault in King¬ 
ston Park on April 14. 

However police have stated 
that they are not linking the 
cases.

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A NEW Malden mother has 
spoken of the “courage and 
bravery” of her two children 
after her daughter was diag¬ 
nosed with a rare form of eye 
cancer at just 11 days old. 

Abi Wheatcroft, 31, gave 
birth to Amelia at Kingston 
Hospital in February 2012, 
only for her to be diagnosed 
with retinoblastoma in both 
eyes - a rare cancerous tu¬ 
mour that leaves many chil¬ 
dren blind. 

The illness affects about 
one in 20,000 births in the 
UK. 

Amelia went through two- 
and-half years of extensive 
chemotherapy at the Royal 
London Hospital and doctors 
managed to save her vision - 
though she has not yet been 
given the all-clear. 

Mrs Wheatcroft, of South 
Lane, New Malden, also suf¬ 
fered from the hereditary 
disease as a baby, leaving any 
children she might have at 
risk of retinoblastoma. 


She said: “I actually had 
it as a child as well, I got 
told that I carried the gene, 
so there was a 15 per cent 
chance of her getting it. 

“You always think about it, 
but I suppose the joy of hav¬ 
ing a child and trying to have 
a child takes over. It’s tough 
to say. 

“When you actually hear 
it, the reality is quite shock¬ 
ing. 

“You lose track of how 
much time she’s spent in hos¬ 
pital undergoing treatment, 


including chemotherapy 
which started when she was 
just four weeks old, but noth¬ 
ing seems to faze her. 

“Amelia never ceases to 
amaze me with her courage 
and attitude to life. 

“Despite everything Ame¬ 
lia has always been such a 
happy child - she’s a star.” 

When Amelia was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease Mrs 
Wheatcroft and her husband 
Paul, 45, faced years of fre¬ 
quent hospital visits, which 
made life difficult for their 


son Callum. 

Despite this, she said he 
showed incredible maturity 
and was always on hand to 
support his sister. 

She added: “Having to leave 
Callum at home when going 
to hospital was hard, I think 
because he was so little. 

“I don’t think he really 
understood - he kind of lost 
mummy 

“He missed out on so much 
while his sister and of course 
his mum were away on hospi¬ 
tal visits that often involved 
overnight stays, and yet he 
never complained. 

“I am just so proud of both 
of them - they are both amaz¬ 
ing.” 

Both siblings have been 
named as champions by the 
charity Childhood Eye Can¬ 
cer Trust (CHECT) for their 
“outstanding efforts in the 
face of adversity”. 

Amelia, four, and Cal¬ 
lum, seven, received a 
medal, a framed certificate 
and a goody bag from the 
charity, which dedicates 
itself to supporting families, 
funding research and raising 
awareness of the disease.

Mr 
Stewart said: “It’s great to come 
back to see the kids and to go 
into the old school assembly 
hall.” Head teacher Mark Clut- 
terbuck added: “The pupils had 
a fantastic time and I hope Alec 
enjoyed coming back to the 
school he attended as a boy.” 

REFUGEE CELEBRATION: 

Syrian refugees will show off 
their talents as the charity 
that helps resettle vulnerable 
migrants in Kingston celebrates 
its 25th anniversary. Refugee 
Action Kingston (RAK) is hosting 
a celebration on Monday, June 
20, at All Saint’s Church, with 
some of the 3,000 refugees 
living in the borough provid¬ 
ing the entertainment through 
dance and music. The RAK was 
set up in 1991 to help refugees 
and asylum seekers settle and 
become active members of the 
community. Over the years the 
group expanded and is current¬ 
ly working with Kingston Council 
in helping the first Syrian family 
welcomed to Kingston under the 
Government’s Vulnerable Per¬ 
sons’ Relocation Scheme. The 
RAK now employs more than 10 
members of staff and 18 volun¬ 
teers. The gala is free and open 
to everyone, with a £5 donation 
on the door welcomed.

Plans to extend striped path as part of mini-Holland scheme 

Greenway could soon 
become twice as long

TOLWORTH’S controversial 

Greenway is set to double in 
length to encourage cycling. 

Plans to extend the green 
striped path from the Broadway, 
down Ewell Road all the way to 
Red Lion Road will soon be un¬ 
veiled as part of Kingston’s £30 
million mini-Holland cycling 
programme. 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
man said the plans should go 
to public consultation in the 
autumn with the hope of begin¬ 
ning building work in summer 
2017. 

He said: “Connecting Sur¬ 
biton and Tolworth is one of 
the projects under the Go Cy¬ 
cle mini-Holland programme, 
which includes Ewell Road up 
to Tolworth Broadway where the 
Greenway starts. The plans will 
provide continuous, safe cycle 
facilities along the whole route. 
Layout options are currently be¬ 
ing tested to learn about the po¬ 
tential impact on traffic.” 

He could not say how much 
the project would cost but said 
the budget would come entirely 


from the mini-Holland funding 
the borough was awarded in 
2014. 

The original Tolworth Broad¬ 
way Greenway was unveiled 
months behind schedule in No¬ 
vember 2013 at a cost of £3 mil¬ 
lion, two-thirds funded by Trans¬ 
port for London. 

Surbiton Hill Liberal Demo¬ 
crat councillor and Kingston Cy¬ 
cling Campaign (KCC) member 
Hilary Gander said: “The Green¬ 
way is underused, especially at 
the Esso garage end. I think that 
is because it just stops. The idea 
is really exciting. Currently it is 


only an idea and it will be sub¬ 
ject to a public consultation.” 

Conservative councillor Da¬ 
vid Cunningham added that if 
a large housing development on 
the former Tesco Toby Jug site 
were built then extra cycling 
provisions would be needed. 

He said: “The linkage is very 
important. If we end up with a 
large development there, it is im¬ 
portant to have good transport 
connections.” 

The Greenway idea was con¬ 
demned by Kingston Conserva¬ 
tives in the years leading up to 
construction.

THE family of a man found 
dead in a Surbiton block of 
flats say they still lack clo¬ 
sure after a key witness re¬ 
fused to answer questions put 
to him during an inquest into 
the death. 

David Edrupt, 30, whose 
body was found on the land¬ 
ing outside a second floor 
flat on May 31 last year was 
described by his father as “a 
lovely guy”. 

The inquest at West Lon¬ 
don Coroners’ Court on May 
3 left the 18 family members 
and friends who attended 
dissatisfied as they repeat¬ 
edly tried to ask questions 
of Jaimie Ortiz Beccerra, the 
last person to see Mr Edrupt 
alive, and the officer from 
Kingston police who took 
charge of the investigation 
into his death. 

Senior coroner Chinyere 
Inyama told the group the 
questions they wanted an¬ 
swers to were a matter for 
police, not his court, which 
does not deal with criminal

accusations and advised Mr 
Ortiz Beccerra he had the 
right not to answer questions 
he believed might incrimi¬ 
nate him. 

Mr Ortiz Beccerra was in¬ 
itially arrested on suspicion 
of murder but later released 
with no further action. 

Mr Edrupt, of Molesham 
Way, West Molesey, had been 
in a pub in Surbiton with 
friends the night before he 
died. 

He and Mr Ortiz Beccer¬ 
ra had not met before, but 
shared a cigarette near Sur¬ 
biton station at about lam, 
before making their way 


back to Mr Ortiz Beccerra’s 
home in Surbiton Court, St 
Andrew’s Square. 

Hours later, Mr Edrupt 
was found dead in the 
landing. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion found he had died of 
acute alcohol intoxication. 

His death was initially 
treated as a murder but in 
January the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice confirmed they believed 
it to be non-suspicious. 

Mr Inyama asked Mr Or¬ 
tiz Beccerra if he had been 
drunk that night. Mr Ortiz 
Beccerra said he had, and 
confirmed through a Span¬ 
ish interpreter he had drunk 
beer and gin and tonic and 
Mr Edrupt had seemed as 
drunk as he was. 

Detective Sergeant Lee 
Tullett said the post-mortem 
examination, toxicology re¬ 
sults and lack of evidence of 
foul play had put an end to 
the murder investigation. 

The toxicology report 
found Mr Edrupt had 366 mil¬ 
ligrams of alcohol for every 
100 millilitres of blood in his 
body at the time of his death. 

The legal limit for driving 
is 80 milligrams.

Judge calls 24-year-old ‘a bully’ and sentences him to over four years 

Drug dealing thug jailed for 
a string of violent offences

A DRUG dealer who threatened to burn 
down a pub and assaulted the brother 
of a woman who owed him £40 outside 
Poundland has been jailed. 

Timothy Reddin, 24, who has a string 
of violent offences to his name, rang 
his 24-year-old victim, known as Mr 
Roberts, before the attack to say his 
sister owed him money and it was “now 
his debt”. 

Reddin threatened if he did not get 
his £40 he would “smash [Mr Roberts’] 
face in”, Kingston Crown Court heard. 

When he saw Mr Roberts outside 
New Malden Poundland on May 9 last 
year Reddin shouted “I want my f*****g 
money” and repeatedly punched him 
until he agreed to pay up. 

Mr Roberts suffered a concussion 
and a bleed in the ear. Less than a 
month later on June 2 Reddin attacked 
Cricketers barmaid Georgina Cardall 
when she was closing up for the night. 

He destroyed her phone and threat¬ 
ened to burn the pub down if she told 
anyone. He was sentenced to eight 
weeks in prison for that assault. 

While still on bail for actual bodily 
harm after the May attack and having 
just left prison 
for the assault 
on Miss Cardall, 
Reddin attacked 


26-year-old Eugene Marsh in Charter 
Road, New Malden. 

He pinned him to the ground, repeat¬ 
edly head-butting and punching him. 

After Reddin’s original arrest he was 
found in possession of several bags of 
cannabis and 1.7g of cocaine. 

A search of his home then found 
scales and £360 in cash, which officers 
linked to drug dealing. 

During sentencing on Friday Judge 
Michael Holland said: “Your defence 


have argued [you] had a troubled up¬ 
bringing with your mother and father 
separating and, when your father be¬ 
came ill, you were put into care. 

“But you are now 24-years-old. You 
are a bully”. 

Reddin, of Walton Road, East Mole- 
sey, admitted ABH, GBH, possession 
with intent to supply cannabis and pos¬ 
session of cocaine. He was sentenced 
to four years and four months in prison 
and ordered to pay £100 in fines.

Time to make your mind up 
again at annual song test

THE ultimate Marmite of 
television, the Eurovision 
Song Contest will once again 
be gracing screens across the 
country this weekend, with 
duo Joe and Jake hoping to 
buck the recent trend of ab¬ 
ject failure for UK entries. 

Predictable disappoint¬ 
ment was not always the 
case, however, and the capi¬ 
tal, as well as north Kent and 
north Surrey, has provided 
its fair share of success sto¬ 
ries. 

Cheryl Baker, from Lew¬ 
isham, Bobby G, from Ep¬ 
som, and Jay Aston, from 
Purley, make up three quar¬ 
ters of the original Bucks 
Fizz line-up, and are south 
London’s most successful 
Eurovision exports. 

In 1981, the group won 
the contest with Making 
Your Mind Up, memorable 
for the choreography, which 
involved Ms Baker and Ms 
Aston’s skirts being gradu¬ 
ally shortened as they were 
whipped off by Bobby G and 
Mike Nolan. 

She said: “I loved Euro¬ 
vision before and it was a 
childhood ambition to do it. 


“Ever since I saw Sandie 
Shaw win, I thought it was 
like a gold medal but for mu¬ 
sic and my aim was to enter. 
It seemed like a pipe dream. 
Things like that didn’t hap¬ 
pen to girls like me.” 

Ms Baker will be perform¬ 
ing at a charity gig on Satur¬ 
day but hopes to watch the 
competition before going on 
stage. 

She will also be across tel¬ 
evision and radio before the 
big show, and then heading 
off on tour, including Brom¬ 
ley and Sevenoaks, for three 
months from September. 

Of this year’s entry, Ms 
Baker said: “I love it. It has 
really grown on me. I think 
you have to have the some¬ 
thing extra that makes it 
now, and I hope they have the 
wow thing up their sleeves.” 

John Alfold, who grew up 
around Parsons Green and 
Putney, was one half of 1961 
act The Allisons with good 
friend and musical ally Bob 
Day 

The pair were marketed as 
brothers for their song Are 
You Sure?, which missed out 
on the top, scoring 24 points

and coming second. 

However, it was one of the 
most successful Eurovision 
songs as a single, knocking 
Elvis Presley off the top 
spot, the only Eurovision 
song ever, from any country, 
to do so. 

The band had won a na¬ 
tionwide talent contest at 
Olympia in September 1960, 
and by January 1961, they 
recorded Are You Sure? for 


Fontana records. 

Their manager liked it 
so much he offered it to the 
BBC for a Song for Europe, a 
contest the two men had not 
even heard of. 

Mr Alfold said: “It was ac¬ 
cepted and we won at Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush Empire against 
all the odds. It became an in¬ 
stant hit, straight into all the 
charts selling 250,000 in two 
weeks.” 

It even caught the atten¬ 
tion of Tim Rice and An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber who 
both called it their favourite 
Eurovision entry ever as re¬ 
cently as 2009. 

The Allisons did a huge 
number of television and ra¬ 
dio shows over the years, but 
Mr Alfold said he felt they 
could have achieved more 
and were let down by their 
record company 

The pair hoped to start 
cabaret shows again but Mr 
Day died in 2013 after bat¬ 
tling Motor Neurone Dis¬ 
ease. 

Cliff Richard, who spent 
a period of his childhood in 
Carshalton and now lives 
in Weybridge, also counted 


Eurovision success in his 
lengthy career. His 1968 en¬ 
try Congratulations came 
second, scoring 28 points. In 
more recent times, howev¬ 
er, south London has been 
unable to provide better for¬ 
tunes for the nation. 

Last year, Beckenham’s 
Bianca Nicholas was chosen 
alongside bandmate Alex 
Larke to fly the flag for Brit¬ 
ain in the contest. 

Their band Electro Velvet 
finished 24th in 2015 with 
their song Still in Love with 
You. 

An EP was available for 


pre-order in June last year, 
but the band had to cancel its 
release because of Ms Nicho¬ 
las’ ill health. 

Andy Abraham, from 
North London, represented 
the UK in the competition in 
2008, three years after miss¬ 
ing out on winning The X 
Factor. 

His entry What If came 
joint last, only the second 
ever UK entry to finish bot¬ 
tom. 

His song was also the first 
to fail to reach the UK top 40, 
reaching number 67, the sec¬ 
ond least successful ever.

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School is in 
dire financial 
straits after 
overspend 

A SURBITON primary school is 
unable to pay staff and may have 
to freeze school trip budgets after 
overspending, it has been claimed. 

Christ Church CE Primary 
School confirmed its reserve fund 
is now empty and an audit of the 
school’s financial management will 
start imminently to find out what 
happened. 

A spokesman refused to say how 
much the overspend was due to the 
audit but said: “The board of gov¬ 
ernors and head teacher, Tracey 
Coton, at Christ Church Primary 
School have been working with 
Achieving for Children, Kingston 
Council and the Southwark Diocese 
Board of Education to investigate 
and resolve a recently discovered 
budget overspend. 

“The overspend used up our re¬ 
serve balance. We had a carry for¬ 
ward at the end of 2015-16 financial 
year. In 2016-17, expenditure will 
need to be reduced as the school 
can no longer benefit from reserve 
funds.” 

The Pine Gardens school spokes¬ 
man added: “The school is now 
drawing up plans to recover the 
overspend and can reassure parents 
of our priority to continue the high 
standard of education provided to 
pupils at this school. An employee 
has resigned their post.”

When you are as 
in-demand as Sir 
Trevor Nunn you can 
take your pick where you 
want to stage your next 
play. Which makes it all the 
more impressive that he has 
chosen Kingston once more. 
Having put on a selec¬ 
tion of Shakespeare's histories in last 
year's Wars of the Roses, the former artistic di¬ 
rector of the Royal Shakespeare Company and the 
National Theatre and the incumbent at the Theatre Royal, 
Haymarket will return to the Rose with King John in May. 

Nunn told us: "I couldn't be more fortunate, not only that 
there is a really smashing group of people that work there 
and run it but the Rose is a theatre that is built on the exact 
ground plan of the original Rose Theatre on the South Bank 
that was there during Shakespeare's lifetime." 

Such authenticity meant it felt like the plays were return¬ 
ing home to the exact space they were written for. 

He added: "King John has got that ingredient of being just 
that bit more intimate than you would expect a big chronicle 
play to be and therefore perfectly fitted for the Rose. 

"If anybody said to me 'where you most like to do a Shake¬ 
speare play in the world?' I would say the Rose in Kingston." 

King John will be the 36th of Shakespeare's recognised 37 
plays that 76-year-old Nunn has staged throughout his illus¬ 
trious career and he will complete the set with A Midsummer 
Night's Dream later in the year. 

But that alone was not the reason he felt it was the right 
time to visit the rarely performed history. He said: "I have 
always said one should never do a Shakespeare play just for 
the sake of doing it. It is so much better if there can be some¬ 
thing that is relevant and topical about it. 

"King John is a difficult play, it is a rarity in the Shake¬ 
speare canon, but it is a play about politics. 

"It is about the ins and outs of politics, it is about deceit 
and duplicity and truth telling and lying and we are at the 
moment in our modern world inundated on the nightly news." 

While it is timely, however, King John is not an easy play 
to bring to the stage. 

Nunn explained: "It is very probable that Shakespeare did 
a huge amount of work on this play but may not have been 
the person to do the last few scenes. There is something 
about the play that one has to edit and organise textually." 

Much of that arduous study was done in solitary evenings 
while Nunn was in New York, putting on a production of Per¬ 
icles, another of Shakespeare's plays where there is a ques¬ 
tion mark over authorship. 

Of course, in 2016 in particular Nunn is far from the only 
person bringing the Bard's works to the stage but few in this 
era have been as celebrated for their interpretations nor as 
dedicated. 

Nunn said: "If by the end of this year I have managed to 
do all 37 of Shakespeare's plays, that sort of speaks for itself. 

"You could say that is an impact bordering on obsession. 
I am never happier than when I am in a rehearsal room with 
an experienced and talented group of actors dealing with a 
Shakespeare text because it is wonderful language. 

"Every play is packed with extraordinary ideas - ideas that 
still precisely pertain to the world that we live in at the mo¬ 
ment." 

On the 400th anniversary of Shakespeare's death, the 
poet and playwright is as important as ever and if anyone 
can put their finger on why, it's Sir Trevor Nunn. 

He said: "There is overwhelming wisdom, insight, under¬ 
standing of the human condition in Shakespeare's plays that 
you can find almost nowhere else. 

"Nobody is as astonishing as Shakespeare in that way. 
He makes us understand more about what it is to be human 
than anybody else that has ever lived." 

King John is at the Rose Theatre, Kingston, from 
May 14 to June 5. Tickets cost from £8. For more

Doubtless we have all seen the 
reports that say sitting all day 
makes us prone to all manner 
of physical and mental health 
risks.

I'm not that atypical in that 
I spend much of my time on my 
backside so when the chaps at 
Varidesk offered us the chance 
to give it a go, we went for it.

Graham Farthing explores the most common reasons why a seller may pull 
out of an agreement and highlights the buyer’s choices if this happens... 


THESiUlNGGMIE 


Before a deal is sealed there are 
many reasons why a seller may 
choose not to complete on a sale. 
Some of these reasons can be 
traced back to the health of the 
specific local property market and 
potential changes that could affect 
price and demand. 

GAZUMPING: Gazumping 
has declined across England 
and Wales, however, it is still a 
common issue that affects buyers 
in property hotspots, in up-and- 
coming areas and during times of 
heightened demand. For example, 
Brighton and London were 
gazumping capitals during 2014 
due to property price increases 
that far outstripped predictions. 

Gazumping occurs when a 
potential buyer has been outbid 
by another interested party, after 
their original offer was already 
accepted by the seller. The 
practice is questionable but legal 
in England and Wales - Scottish 


law does differ - however, if you 
have entered into a contract which 
states that the seller will not accept 
other offers during a set period, 
you can sue the seller for breach of 
contract. 

Continuous involvement in 
gazumped deals can damage an 
agent's reputation in the long-term, 
so it is in the agent's best interest 
to prevent it from occurring. 
However, the best thing a buyer 
can do to avoid the situation is to 
prepare beforehand: 

- Have your mortgage in place, 
and a solicitor to carry out the 
necessary checks to speed up the 
process 

- Make sure that the property is 
withdrawn from the market after 
your offer has been accepted - 
typically four to six weeks after. 

OFFER WITHDRAWALS: 

The seller may wish to withdraw 
from a transaction at any time 
before exchange of contracts. 


Common reasons for doing this 
include another buyer putting in 
a higher bid, keeping hold of the 
asset during a period of price 
growth, or waiting to sell due 
to other market conditions and 
policies. The buyer does not have 
any rights to claim the property 
as their own before contracts are 
exchanged. You can ask the seller 
to contribute towards any costs 
such as legal fees that you have 
incurred during the process but the 
seller is not under any obligation to 
to do this. 

OTHER REASONS: Unless 
you buy a new build, a property 
sale is almost always part of a 
long chain that is dependent upon 
the success of linked transactions. 
This chain can collapse somewhere 
along the line, and there is little you 
can do about it. However, you can 
invest in home buyers protection 
insurance to safeguard you against 
financial risks. If you have sold 


your house and are looking for 
another home on the market, 
you should search for temporary 
accommodation options as soon as 
possible and consider a bridging 
loan to maintain your finances for 
the next sale. 

If you have found your dream 
home, others may feel the same 
way. If the property is popular, or if 
the owner would like to sell quickly 
and a contract race has been 
started by the seller, your initial 
offer may be rejected. The seller or 
an assigned solicitor should inform 
all parties involved of the situation, 
either in writing or over the phone. 
If the seller does not treat every 
prospective buyer equally, or the 
same solicitor is used by the seller 
and buyer, then both of these 
scenarios are unlawful. The latter 
is a conflict of interest, so you may 
be entitled to challenge the motive 
and decision of the seller.
